International Labor 

Another basic principle of modern 
Socialism Is belief In the necessity of 
International unity of the worker* of 
all lands in the struggle for the eman- 
cipation of labor and humanity. 

Abraham Lincoln two generations 
ago said to this same committee of 
New York worklngraen: 



"The strongest bond of human 
sympathy, outside of the family 
relation, should be one uniting all 
working people of all nations,^nd 
tongues, and kindreds.** 

But be added: "Nor should this 
lead to a war on property or the own- 
ers of property. Property is the fruit 
of labor; property is desirable; la a 
positive food in tho world." 

It was almost Impossible in Lin- 
coln's time and under the circum- 
stance* that surrounded his life to set 



"Inasmuch as most good things are 
produced by labor, it follows that all 
such things of right belong to those 
whos; labor has produced them. But 
it has so happened in all ages of the 
world that some have labored, and 
others have without labor enjoyed a 
large proportion of the fruits. This is 
wrong and should not continue. To 
secure to each laborer the whole prod- 
uct of his labor, is a worthy object of 
any good government." 

The Class Struggle 

Like the Socialists of today. Lin- 
coln saw that the basic evil Is one 
class of people living oft* from tho 
labor of another class; that this Is es- 
sential slavery In whatever form it 
occurs and that out of tho oppression 
and resistance it causes has arisen 
an ago lone struggle -called today tho 
class struggle. 

In a debate with Douglass Lincoln 
said: 



"The real Issue Is the right or wrong 
of slavery. It Is the eternal struggle 
between these two principle* — right 
and wrong— throughout the world.

Berger Reveals Alien Property Retention a s Nat ional Th eft by U. S. 



Moves for Restoration in 
Compliance With Treaty 
and Law 

A bill providing for the Immediate 
return of property hold by the alien 
property custodian, end for the pay- 
ment of damages resulting from the 
leisure of property of German and 
Aostro-Hungertan nationals, introduced 
tn the bouse by Representative Vic- 
tor— fc. Berger. Socialist. Milwaukee. 

The bill. Mr. Berger said. Is p-actl- 
cally the same as the one be Intro- 
duced at the last session, but upon 
which the Republican majority re- 
fused to take action. The congress* 
nan attacked the present situation 
with regard to the holding of property 
of prirate citizens of the central 
powers as one of the most shameful 
la the annals of civilized nations. 
An Infamous Theft. 

"Never since the Thirty Years War 
In the 17th century was the looting of 
private citizen* of enemy nations 
undertaken with such brazenness as 
was exhibited by this government In 
Its seizure of private property la the 
recent World War." Mr. B-rger said. 

"This looting and the consequent 
failure to right the wrongs perpe- 
trated Is lb* more shameful because 
It was done In the face of the official 
declaration of Nov. 14. PIT. when this 
property was first seized, that "there 
was no thought of caseation of prop- 
erty thus held la trust.' 

"It baa repeatedly been asserted 
that the action of thU government 
la these seizures stand* no higher 
than the tactics of a pirate or an em- 
bezzler, particularly in view of the 
existence of the Franklin treaty with 



Prussia, providing against such coafle- 
cation of private property In time of 
war. 

"This treaty between the United 
States and iTussla, signed in 1785. 
was absolutely definite and uncqulvo- 
cable. It was Frank. In who procured 
the following clinching statement to 
the treaty: 

Against Old Treaty. 

" And It Is declared that neither 
the pretense of war. nor any other 
pretense whatever, shall be- consid- 
ered as annulling or suspending this 
and the next preceding article. On 
the contrary, the state of war is pre- 
cisely that for which these articles 
are provided, and during which they 
are to be sacredly observed.' " 

"Of course, there Is the pretext of 
American 'damage claims.' " Mr. 
Berger added. "But everybody at all 
familiar with the situation knows that 
less lhau !•> i-* r o n! of the seized 
alieu property «ouM more than pay 
any claims that ian ever be. allowed 
Moreover, it Is unprecedented in the 
history of civilized nations to rob pri- 
vate persons for the purpose of pay- 
ing other private ptrsK.<ns with the 
proceeds of robbery. 

'it is. tben-for-. entirely In line 
with «>ar rational war policy as 'Aa- 
ftcciulcr* of the All-Lie*.'" 
Is National Theft. 

Characteri/inc this procedure a* 
nothing le.-*a than "national theft." Mr 
Merger added that "this thvft naturally 
produced further thievery." 

"What has already been disclosed 
about the manner iu which this prop- 
erty was handled should be sufficient 
to send several of the alien property 
< u-Uodlans to prison fur life," he said. 
• They hare disgraced our country." 



A. F. of L. Against 

War Dictator Measure 



The American Federation of Labor 
la preparing to launch a tf«ht against 
the Capper-Johnson military dictator* 
ship, labor conscription biil. says the 
International News Service. 
Says the announcement in part: 
Hearings on the universal conscrip- 
tion bill backed by the Ameri. an Le- 
gion are scheduled to begin in Con- 
tress early In February and already 
a decidedly warm contest Is in pros 
■•ct. 

For the first time the American 
Federation of Labor and the Ameri- 
can Legion will be oa opposing sides 
oa an important Issue, unless a com 
promlae acceptable to both sides can 
be evolved prior to the hearings. That 
seems a remote possibility at best. 

The measure at It stands provides 
for the conscription of Labor and of 
wealth in time of war or national 
emergency. It is understood that the 
friends of the bill are willing to ac- 
cept an amendment providing for such 
conscription only in time of actual 
war. but even this does not make the 
measure acceptable to Labor.

any point on record as favoring con- 
scription of either wulth or Labor in 
civilian service. 

The measure now befo.-e Congress 
provides for conscription ef Labor for 
factory work, and for ail civilian 
work, just as it does foe conscription 
for.the army and navy. What the bill 
provides, in essence, is for a military 
dictatorship which shall have absolute 
control of every phase of life in war 
time. 

How wealth would be drafted 
and controlled Is not yet ex- 
plained, and there is a large loop- 
hole In the provision that wealth 
may be conscripted as required 
for the defense of the Nation, 
which means, it is said that men 
would be under an absolute con- 
scription, while wealth could and 
would be exempted wholesale- 
President Green Will Appear. 

It is believed that President t;r»-eO 
himself will appear before the con- 
gressional committee when bearing* 
are held.

Normally opposed to the u«*> of gov- 
ernmental powers in the industrial 
field it has ffceed about under the 
stress of a m-mendou* emergency and 
Is demanding goveraaient agencies 
for the disposal of its surplus aud Is 
forcing this tabooed and hated doc- 
trine upon Prvt>id<-nt Coe'.idge and the 
Republican party.

The bill create* a Federal Farm 
Board to consist of six members ap- 
pointed by the President upoa the 
nomination of an advisory committee 
elected by the Farmers' Co-operative 
societies. The bill Is Intended to 
make the government take charge of 
the exportable surplus of the "basic 
products" which now sets. the price of 
the entire crop. The basic products 
named are wheat, corn, cotton, to- 
bacco, rice, cattle and hogs. When 
evt-r the board decides that there is 
an < \portab!e surplus of these prod 
act* it will decide upon an operating 
period during which it will enter Into 
negotiations with the Farmers' Co- 
Operative Associations through which 
it will buy at the domestic price and 
sell at the world price. The differ- 
ence is to be equalised by a fee col- 
lected from the producers and the 
balance*, if any are to be pro-rated 
tack 

Another slap at the administration 
is the resolution passed tills week by 
the National Board of Farm Organiza- 
tion* at its mid-w iut«-r me. -ting in 
Washington This resolution demand* 
the irr.ni. <llate abolition of the TarifT 
>'<m.tui<sion and an Investigation of 
its practices in Congress. The com- 
ru.ssf.m is charged with "prejudiced. 
e!u»ive an-l labyrinthlc" practices in 
Jelling with problems of great Im- 
portance to the country 

The activities of the farmers' or- 
ganisations . ludicate that another 
;.ri>-d of agrarian political activity Is 
dawa;ng The capl'alist papers are 
-•calling that "old agrarian organk 
i*t.-)0» f!curi*hed until they advocated 
such economic heresies as bl-metalism 
when they declined." Ultimately such 
movement* will have to go beyond 
the inadequate policies of the past. 

I Uirr.ately Socialists must awake to 
the fact that such agrarian revolts 
x'ord the fundamental opportunities 
:o draw the farmers into the Socialist 
m<neineni. The fact that the present 
farmer n.ovement centers upon a pro- 
posal to use governmental or social 
irt-neir* In the economic field Is the 
tfiio edge of a wedge oat of which the 
Sim lalists may yet forge a battering 
rare against the capitalist system.

Former Kaiser Consulted 

The history of the movement dates 
back to the early summer, when the 
Hungarian' Archduke Albrecht visited 
the ex-Kaiser at Doom This young, 
wis* a well-prepared Fascist blond, and ra*h»r (n-»tgntftcant lle.ps- 
Btot, aailta tfc* Bratlanu Government j burg harbored secret claims to the 



Hungarian throne, which, however, 
were not taken seriously in Hungary 
either by the Legitimists or by the so- 
called Free Electloncrs. .M'orecht had 
do party In Hungary *nd no support 
abroad. H!s only strength waa his 
mother, the Archduchess Isabella, an 
extremely clever old lady, who under- 
stood how to make friends and how to 
organize secret movements In the In- 
terest of her son. The visit to Doom 
waa made under tha pretext that Al- 
brecht. having been the guest of a 
Prince Salm In the Rhlneland, wished 
to pay bla respects to William II. A 
few days later several well informed 
Bavarian newspapers reported a meet- 
ing between Archduke Albrecbt and 
Prince Rupprecht of Bavaria, who waa 
In Mondsee at the time. Archduke 
Albrecbt. on his way to Rome with 
his mother, stopped In Mond*eo. 
where they were guests of Prince 
Rupprecht.- In August they were in 
Rome. Tire pretext of this sojourn 
was to appear before the Pope. Ital- 
ian, newspapers, however, did not 
mention the young H.ip<burg's audi- 
ences with the Holy Father,- but. on 
tha other band, bis frequent visits to 
the Quirinal stirred m«::h comment. 
Mussolini's press mentioned with sat- 
isfaction that the -young Arrhduke 
came to R'.m« to study Fa«cUm Ru- 
mors began to circulate in the Hun- 
garian and Austrian press that Al- 
brecht would marry a daughter of the 
King of Italy, the younger sister of 
Prince.-* Mafalda. 

Center! Around Mussolini 

Archduke Albrecht remained for 
several weeks to Rome, spending 
much time with Signor Mu*«-olini. No 
One in Hungary suspected at tbs time 
that Albrecht would soon appear in 
Budapest as pretender to th« throne 
of tit. Stephen. A second visit or Al- 
brecht to Mondsee and a second met!- 
ing with Rupprecht. however, drew 
public attention to his movements. A 
Vienna newspaper reported that an 
agreement between Albrecht and Rup- 
precht bad been re.-.ched: both were 
to sel**» power and become kings, but 
Albrecht was not to aspire to the Au»- 
trian thron*: It was agr..'<-d that a part 
of Austria should go to Bavaria. The 
report *as ridiculed everywhere in 
Centra! Europe. But th»« earnest Ber- 
liner TageMatt saw danger in the con- 
spiratory «pir:t prevalent In Bavaria 



and remarked upon the apparent ac- 
tivity la reactionary circles. Aa to 
young Albrecht, he contlnuod his Jour- 
neying. He spent a few days unoffi- 
cially In Bucharest. Faclst leadera, 
such as Professor Cuzs. paid visits to 
him and. aa wag only natural, ha also 
saw Crown Prince Carol. Strangely 
enough, tha pre.«s of Central Eu- 
rope paid no attention to thla In- 
cognito visit. Not until months after- 
ward, when tha resignation of Prince 
Carol startled tha world, did the Paris 
press suddenly remember that early 
in the fall Archduke Albrecht had seen 
Prince Carol In Bucharest, and link 
thf' mysterious visit with tha resig- 
nation of the Rumanian Crown Prince. 

These Journeys of Archduke Al- 
brecht, these secret or even open 
meetings were the first steps toward 
a Fascist organization throughout 
Central and Eastern ICuropc. FasfUnpi 
was organized already under differ- 
ent names in all three countries. In 
Ftu.u.-.ni* th»y called themselves Na- 
tionalists: in Hungary, A,wakenlnfc 
Magyars; in Bavaria. Hakenkreusler. 
The only thing that remained to do 
wa* to merge the various groups into 
on«» powerful organization. The 
merger was affected on a cold bti*l- 
n as ba*ls in a perfectly busiues^Iike 
manner. 

Fascism Unmasks 

«-*r</tn October on things took a sud- 
den «j;nd startling turn everywhere. 
Arcbdukd Albrecht app-an-d In Uuda- 
r«?.'t and started an open propaginda 
in th- IntrrtMt of his aspirations for 
th»* th r one, avowing openly h.'s Fas- 
e««t v !i;;>athles. Suddenly this young 
Hap*b-irg. who had had no party and 
no barking, marshaled behind him all 
the reactionary organizations. Two 
n»-w«;i-jpers supported him. he wa» 
ele^'ol president of the powerful 
Lenfiio of Socisl Organizations, and 
B'.5hop Ras*ay greeted him afr*r his 
election with the words: "Art thou 
he who was about to come? . 
While before there were Awakening 
Mar> »rs and Knights of the Houble 
Cro«s in Hungary-, all organizations 
now assumed tho name ••Fascists." 
The newspapers were full of storing 
afw-:» Albrecht. The Fascists openly 
«:iim»>d the suprort of Mussolini. Po- 
lit cal murd*»rer< fled to Italy and 
there enjoyed the protection of the 
Fa?<-'.o«. One of them, a man named 
Kno tty, perpetrator of a bomb at- 



tempt, waa bold enough to send a tel- 
egram to a Fascist paper ia Budapest, 
saying that ha was In safety and 
under the protection of the 3I!!an Faa- 
clo. Colonel Buday, aent by tha Al- 
brechtlsts to Vienna to place propa- 
ganda In the Austrian press, made 
this statement In tha Abend printed 
oo November 28: 

"In a short time Albrecht will ba 
King of Hungary. Fascism is spread- 
ing rapidly. Archduke Albrecht. when 
he was in Rome, came to a complete 
agreement with Mussolini, who is sup- 
porting him. It is agreed that the 
Archduke will marry the younger sis- 
ter of Princess Mafalda. so strength- 
ening, the future alliance with Italy. 

A New International 

j The liberal newspapers in Hungary 
; were furious about, this open- declara- 
tion of a militant Fascism * and *de- 
j manded an explanation from the Arch- 
duke. But Albrecht remajfl-d silent. 
' ile allows his ' supporters to sp<«at. 
! And they did speak. In fact. Tlbor 
Eckhardt, a Fascist leader, delivered 
a speech in Parliament saying: "Ye*, 
wo declare openly that we want a Fas- 
cist dictatorship, that we admire Mus- 
solini, and we are. certain of his nup- 
port when the hour of action sflkei." 
At the same time, for some mysteri- 
ous reason, in *pi«e of the violent op- 
position of the left parM< s. the Hun- 
garian Government decorated Musso- 
lini with th«» highest Hungarian order. 

Then suddenly strange n«»s came 
from Rumania. Professor C'iza. on 
his way to Italy, stop^.d In Budapest 
and the Hungarian Faxcists gave a 
banquet in his honor. It s» »'ined al- 
most incomprehensible. The Hun- 
garian Fascists, notorious haters of 
Rumania, who had preached the ae~ 
ce*#!ty of a war against the country, 
had shouted for **revanch«" and killed 
hundreds of people charged with be- 
ing Rumanian army spl*>s— these 
same men suddenly declared that aa 
amicable understanding was neces- 
sary with the Rumanian Nationalists, 
their most biit«*r enemies. It Is. in- 
deed, a strange itiguv to se« the oppo- 
nents of yesterday embracing each 
oth< r in the names of F»*< i«m and 
Mussolini. 

Fascist Revolution Ready 

As if taking new strength from the 
march of eventa In Hun/rary and Ru- 



mania. Fascism la Bavaria waa mak- 
ing bold preparations to seize the 
power by a coup da main. Tha Frank- 
furter Zeltung. one of tha leading pa- 
pers not only In Germany but In Eu- 
rope, printed In lta Issue of November 
19 a sensational article exposing the 
Imminent danger of a Fascist plot. 
The paper told bow Count SaH^n and 
Count Moehl, intimates of Prince Rup- 
precht, visited high official personages 
In Munich, known to be Fascist sym 
pathlzers, asking them what they 
would do In case Prince Rupprecht, 
Impelled by extremely important mo- 
tives and encouragement from abroad, 
felt compelled to seize the power by 
a coup de main? The next day the 
MUnlch Post published new exposures, 
reporting a meeting of the /'Organiza- 
tion Pach" at which the Fascists de- 
cided to take action. Generals Muehl 
and Von Kpp were present and de- 
clared that Prince Rupprecht was 
r«ady. Deputy Dittmann describe his 
secret Journey to Italy, saying that 
the Fascist revolution would be sup- 
ported by Mussolini and no compli- 
cations were to be fV.tred; that Prince 
Rupprecht had an agreement with 
Arehduke Albrecbt. who was aluo 
about to seiie the power. The ex- 
posures made a sensation In Germany. 
The newspnpera demand"! an inves- 
tigation. The Fascist press in Bava- 
ria was embarrassed and promised a 
disavowal from Prince Rupprecht. but' 
Rupprecht deelined to make anv *tate- 
men's. An Investigation was started, 
but It disclosed only well-known facta, 
namely, that the Fascist organizations 
in Bavaria, were plotting against the 
republic and that conspirators and 
murderers were hard to seize because 
they were taken in with open arms in 
Hungary or la Italy. This was the 
situation ia December. 

In Hungary Fascist leade r s prophe- 
sied that the question of the throne 
would be solved In Jannary. The well- 
informed Count Apponyi warned Hun- 
gary against "a monarchy of adven- 
turers." In Rumania tha Cabinet 
Council decided, on the advice of Gen- 
eral Trajan Mosoin. to refuse a visa 
for tha Fascist l*»ad*»rs in Hungary 
who wanted to hold a joint meeting 
with the Romanian Nationalists in 
Nagyvarad.
